Niar Paseo Corean, Nov. 4, 1807.—"n San-
day, Bovember 3, i accordnuoe with an order
of the day, lssued by Meuwottl Garibaldi, the
entire foroe started for Tivoll, leaving ouly &

rieon at Monte Rotonido. Garibatdt had evl-
ently conmdered that Tivolr was n stronger
plnce than Moute Botondo; more difficalt of
access; more sale from borh the Papal und the
Italian troops. He thougbt that Nicotera was
there with nis baud, aod that & junction could
be easily effecicd, A glavce at the map will
show the relative ndvaniages of the two posi-
tions. But in thisa plan there wae one fatul
weakuness, arising from the luck of proper watch-
fulpess, proper vedeiles, and necessary scouts
and outposts in the Garibalaisn army, Appu-
rently, the Papal troops had not left Rome, but
were still (;ot?n:d up there, walting to be at-
tacked, Really, \hese troops had marched out
80 soon ax the French arrived; had retuken
Tivoll at the point of the bayonet, and were at
that moment advancing to witack Monte Ro-
tondo on the very road that Garibaldy had
cvhosen for his Sunday parade,

In previous letters T have deseribed to yon the
utler lnck of milltary disciplice, soldierly senti-
nels, aud warlike strictoess in the Garibaldian

camp, The camp was s mbitary plenie; the
march tewards Tivoll was a hollday strell. He
who calls Garibaldl & general singolarly mis-

takes the meaning of the term. Out of Moute
Botondo the plowiresque troop trumped, the
prave General leading the irregular column.
Garibaldl rode among the men. His twosons
woere at the head of their battallons. About
forty extémpore cavalrymen, 1o all sorts of
unitorms and with all sgorts o1 arms, were about
the middle of the columm, instead of scouring
the road in front. The two pet Held ploces, cap-
tured at Monte Rotondo, were In the rear, ad-
mired, as usual, by the men. The day was sun-
shiny and most pleasant. Everybody was in
hgh glee, Prouutl‘{ the men began to sing the
Tittle Jtalian song adopted by toe Garibaldians
when they chose “"Rome or Death”. jor their
mistress, It runs:—
“M'hal chinmataon son veouoto,
E vho sapettatosioo a tard),'

Garibrldi himself joined in the singing, and his
followers weie in ecstacies. *“You have called
me and I come to you,” the song may be freely
translated; *“but 1 have waited long snd it is
late.” The Guribaldians sung it uuder the walls
of Rome alter the wyioctory at Monte Rotondo,
but Rome made noresponse. This fatal Sunday
they were unconsclously serenadiug Death, who
came only too soon to welcome them,

Imagine, if {ou can, the thirty-ive hundred
lo:ou Garibaldians, 'hlppy at having their
eader in their mmdst, mnging along the countr
road, in the bright sunshkine, near the tiny vil-
lage of Montava, not many miles from Monte
Rotondo, the vaned unitormms and want of uni-
forms bewildering the eye, their bayonets
glapeing over the uneven ranks as they moved
along in the most dellightful, but most unmili-
gary disorder. Buddenly tbere ¢ame the roar
of cannon, the crash of musketry, and then a
fierce bayonet churge of sturdy zouaves. In
many a dmm the song ended in g death-ratile

or changed to & sbriek. In n moment Garibald
poweive'& the trap into whnich he had led his
menso gy, und he was nvarli insape from
fury. ing o mili-

he Pa;i‘a‘l troops, mare
tary style from Tivoll, with pioneers and skir-
mishers well in advance, had heard the upprosch
ot the singing Garibaldiens, and had szllenily
for their reception, .
¢ Auntibes Legion had been deployed for a
flank fire; twelve pleces of artillery had been
laced In battery across the rowd, and the
!l’.ounvu were drawn up for a charge. The
surprise was complete, the disaster {rreparable.
One hundred Garibaldians (el at the first fire,
and most of these were Genoese vetarans, each
worth & ecore of new recruits, Garibaldi
rallied his men for a counter fire, snd twenty.
seven Zounves were killed, Word was sont
the rear; the Garibaldians deployed into the
fields and on the hill sldes, and the serious
fighting began and continued for four hours,
But, in truth, the fght cannot be cWled s
battle, The Garibaldians had no chance after
ih“ ?rul. terrific volley, and most of them
new ity

Yet, imitating Garlbaldi himself, who rode
reckiessly up sand down in the hotlest of tno
fire, courting death, buf wholly unburt, the
Garibaldisus performed plodigies of valor. All
who were cowardly among (hem ran AWAY at
the first, crying ‘‘The French! The Frensh!”
and carried thelr story te Ternl. Those who
remained dried “Garibaldi!” and ‘A Roma!l”
and sealed their cour with the best blood of
Italy. The two little ield pleces taken ot Moate
Rotondo, served by Inexperienced wriillerists,
fired twenty-soven rounds, and were only cap-
tuzed after a succession of berole struggles,
Twenty-seven Garitbaldrans beld a lioe of fence
.guu-{ the whole Antibes Legion, and only
guve it up when they were fairly swamped by
pumbers, Gacibaldl, with one hundred and
fifty men, faced the entire Papal force for one
last effort, snd had to be dragged nwng by his
friends. The Papal Zouwve:, 1o, fought with
unexpected bravery. Al the Garibaldians
soknowledga tiis,

The Anti Leglon did not do so much nor
0 well, The Zouaves, always acgused hitherto
of beine airald 1o mweet the Garibaldisvs hand
to hand, charged repestedly with the bayonet,

As the men pass me [ look in thelr
faces, and it is sickeniog to find so few whom [
recognize. Where are the dashing young fel-
lows, so prond of thelr new costumes, who
thronged the courtynrd wat Castel Glubeleo?
Where are the gallant Yenetinns who had come
#0 far to die so uselesaly, and who, lnughiog at tho
fitly miles iramp betore them, trudged merrily
away for the front only a week ago? Where are
the open hearted officers who shared their bread
aud cheese and the scauty ball of their beds as
irerlgwhh n strunger, it he were *‘a veritable
republicun,” as if they had known him all their
lives? Gone, and wo record left but general
eulogiumes and indiscriminate Bdmiration. In
Garlbaldi’s army there were no muster rolls;
bis heroes may not even have the fame of a
name spell wrongly in the gazette; you can only
tell who are dend by kuowing who have uot
returned. From the outsel this invasion of
Rome has been & mad business eonducted in a
mad wa‘y, and it bas ended tervibly, May
Henven forgive those who ave respousible for it,
beginning with Garibaldi!

The Wennded snnd the Effect,

Traxi, Nov, 6,—This litlle old town has now
been transtormed into a Garibaldian hosplitul,
The wounded who have succeeded In reaching
Corese from the battle fields of Montana and
Monte Rotondo are belng brought up in special
trains from Corese, and the footsore and weary
herces who come tramping in from over the
bills, uire care und attention almost as much.
Falber Unyazzi, who will be remembered aa n
lecturer in Bopgland and America several years
ago, Is here in charge of the hospitals, Mrs.
Chambers is expected hourly. The authorities
of the town have doneevervthing in their power
to furnish proper accommeduations and provi-
sion#; but the best is very bad.

The soenes al the station on the arrival of the
irains of wounded are heartrending, Weeping
women, waiting for their sons, bushand;, bro-
thers, and fathers, fill the air with their cries
when their loved ones are lifted out of the cars,
or when they do not appear among the poor,
wan fucep, aud again the harrowing thooght
returns  that perhaps they may be dead.
Some of the best people from this part
of Italy bave gone with the Guribaldians,
1 saw one private in the ranks who owns an
fron mine and a foundry, The rezular soldiers
who garrison this town are very good to the
wounded Garibaldians, turning out in the mid-
dle of the night to carry them up to the hospl.
tals, The station is strongly guarded, bul no-
body §s interfered with. Garlbaldli himselt
paseed through Terni in & special traln on Mon-
day morning carly, but was not arrested, Num-
bers of returned Garibaldlans leave b{ eyery
train for Floreoce. It 16 mlmost impossible to
get o sent in the cars. The officers wear their
arme and the men their uniform hats or shirts;
but wll the fight is taken out of them, They are
soldiers no longer,

To-duy the news has been recetved that Acerbi
nas withdrawn hie forces from Viterbo. This
leaves mot s single Guribaldian in the Papal
States, It ls reported that, before leaving,
Acerbl sacked the the treasury chest of Viterbo,
and levied a contribution upon the town in the
pame of the Provisiona! vernment ol the
Roman Republic. If this be true, and every-

seems to belleve i, at lenst one of the
Garlbaldians has adopied the policy formerly in
vogue in Mexico, aud has mnnms to muke n
& little mouney out of his campaign,

Tue Garibaldlin leaders here assert, upon
what [ think to be excellent authority, that the
King of Italy bas been in correspondence with
the Pope of Rome durlog the whole lnvasion,
and they denounce his Majesty with grest rigor
and threaten a revolution. I find no such feel-
inf, bowever, among the people of Italy gene-
rully, If 1 wanted to make & fevolution in
Italy 1 would srm each man with & whitewash
brugh, aud each womun with a broom; in &
week no natlve would kvow the country. At
Turlo somebody has mutilated the statue of the
king, breaking the sword in his hsnd and
stouing the fgure, and this incident is referred
to by leadivg Garibaldinos with {mmense
unclion, It may mean a great deal or nothing;
but the Goveroment is preparing for eventuali-
tles, orders hlvinﬁt:won {ssued to-day to with-
draw the troops m the Papal frontier, nnd
stition them in tog verious citjes,

The Menebrea ministry has a I)Jmhcy. and s
earrying it out boldly, and whether this policy
be right or wrong, thoy deserve credit for
enforcing 1t, In two days they slopped all the
Garibaldians recruiling; within a week they
bave been able to disarm the Garibaldians at
the frontier. The chapge seems o me like

THE “STELLAR UNIVERSE.”

— ————
Interesting Leoctmre by Professor John
LeUonte,

Professor Jobn LeConte, of the University of
South Curolina, delivered the first of a series of
four lectures on. the *“Stellar Universe,” at the
Peabody lnstitute, on Tuesday uvenincr the 16th
instant, In this lecture he restricted his atten-
tion to an exposition of the methods of deter-
wining the parallux of the ixed s and con-
sequently 1heir distance from us. He showed
tbat the methods used for measuring astronomi-
cal distance are pot abstruse or mysterious;
they are in some applications absolutely the
samg as the methods of ordinary land surveying,
and are in other applicstions equivalent to
them. In app!ymﬁ these principles to the de-
termination of stellar distances, the whole diti-
culty lies o the extreme minuteness of the an-
gular quautities which are to be measured. It was
shown that by successive refinements of methods
apd ifnslruments, astronomers, atter strageling
with this problem for three hundred years, st
last succeeded In pushing their triangulstion
neress the “great gull” which intervenes be-
tween our golar system and the nearest of the
fixed stars.  Vuarious illustrations were intro-
duced to convey 10 the mind some idea of the
vosiness of the distances which the progress of
science and art bas thus enabled ue Lo measure,
It was stated that a cunnon ball maintaining sn
unabal®d velocity of 1760 feet per second wonld
require more than two millions of years to reach
the nearest of the fixed starz! A locomotive
traveling ineessantly at the rate of twenty miles
per hour would require more than one hundred
and twenty-two milllons of yeurs to acoomphish
the same journey ! It would require four times
a5 long 10 reach the Dog Star! The following
illostration was used to glve some idea of these
distances:—If we represent the distance of the
sun from the earth by one foot, then the distance
from the vun of Neptune would be thirty feet;
sun of a Centsuri would be 424 miles: sun of 61
Cygol would be 104§ miles; sun of a Lyre would
be 1404 miles; sun of Birius would be 170 miles;
sun of Capelln would be 849 miles, The siellar
distances were also Musirated by the vime it

Appointment of Mr, Opoper ns Assistant
Ssoretary of the Freasury.

The appointment of Edmund Cooper, of Ten
nessee, a8 Assietant Secretury of the Treasury,
in place of Mr. Chandler, resigned, excites much
diseuesion here, His confirmation by the Senate
s very doubiful, as he 15 kvown Lo be astrong
friend of the President, and a warm partisan,
There is talk of abolishing the office altogether,
if the Republicans eannot reach him fin any
other way. Mr., Cooper lives at the White
House, and is on the most inlimate and confi-
dential terma with the President, being one of
his family, His nomination was recommended
by Secretary McCulloch, who will doubtless use
all his influence to secure his confirmation by
the Senate; but, even with this assistaoce, it 1s
morally certuin that Mr. Cooper will not get
through.

Why Congress Adjonrmed,

The reazon for the House adjourning yester
day over till Monday was on uccount of some-
thing having travspired which rendered it
necessary for the Impeachment Commitiee to
make some alteration in their report; but what
that *‘something” was has not been developed,
Representative Williams, of Pennsylvania, one
of the members of the Impeachment Committee,
went among the Republican members and
requested an adjoarnment till Monday, to give
the Commitiee time to make the necessary
alterations. Tkere was a desire on the
part of the more moderate Republicans
to adjourn as soon as possible, to avold the lsane
which bas been made upon the legality of this
additional” session of the Fortieth Congress,
This was opposed by those in favor of impeach-
ment, a8 it would have been an admission of the
correctness of the President’s theory. Buat
when the request to adjourn came from the
Impeachment Committee, it was earrled without
diffionlty. There will be Hitle or no bosiness
done next week, for Thanksgiving Day inter-
venes, and both Houses will probably adjourn
over from Wednesday t1l the firet Mooday in
Dl’%mb('r.
